U.S. TO DEPORT 25 


SHS WATCHMAKERS 


Workmen Have Been Merely 
Re-assembling Timepieces 
Made Abroad, Is Charge. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 24.—Twenty- 
five skilled Swiss watchmakers 
brought to this country last fall by 
the Bulova Watch Co. have been 
ordered deported by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. The department 
charges that, although the Swiss 
were imported ostensibly to do a 
special kind of work, which, it was 


said, American watchmakers could 


not do, in reality they have been 


merely reassembling watches made 
in Switzerland. 

Four of the imported watchmak- 
ers are women. Five of the 25 
have voluntarily returned to Switz- 
erland. The expulsion of the oth- 
ers has been temporarily held up. 

The Bulova Watch Co. last week 
paid the Government $52,000 as a 
compromise settlement of duties on 
imported watch parts. Federal of- 
ficiais say these comprise what are 
known .in the jewelry trade as 
“knockdown watches’, time pieces 
which are assembled and made to 
run in a foreign country, are taken 
apart in order that they may come 
through the customs as parts, sub- 
ject to much lower duties than 
complete watches. and then are re- 
assembled here. The Bulova com- 
pany has denied its watch parts 
were assembled abroad.

Cowen. 
Judge J. vv. Roberts delivered 
the opinion in which he said that 
the literature passed out by the 
three before Martin's Ferry police 
dispersed the meeting was “‘intem- 
perate, vague, improbable and ab- 
surd,” but that it did not suggest 
any immediate action by anyone 
to do any act prohibited by law, 

Based on U. 8. Decisions. 
The decision in the main was 
based on Federal Court decisions 
in Kansas and New York states. 
It held that the alleged utterances 
were not a serious threat against 
the American Government. 
In the appeal defense counsel! 
argued that the criminal syndical- 
ism law was a war-time measure 
and that it was unconstitutional.

The three were sentenced to five 
years imprisonment each and fined 
$5000 each after their convictions 
last Nov. 20.

WOULD LIFT JAPANESE 


Declares World Business Is found-

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May °4.— 
Confidence in a renewal] of normal 
foreign trade in the near futufe, 
and hope for a revision of*the im- 
migration act of 1924 which bars 
Japanese from this country, has 
been voiced here by delegates at 
the National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil convention. 

The annual meeting of the or- 
| ganization ended last night with 
'the reading of formal resolutions 
by James A. Farrell, head of the 
| United States Steel Corporation 
and president of the association. 
Concerning immigration, the con- 
i yention went on record as follows: 
|“This National Foreign Trade Con- 
| vention recognizes * * * that the 
‘only enduring basis for world trade 
is founded upon * * * justice and 
fair play between nations, This 
'convention strongly favors a revi- 
‘sion of the immigration act of 1924 
in accordance with these views.”

ANTI-TRUST LAW AWARD 


Appeals Court Upholds Judgment 
he Associated Bill Posters. 


NEW YORK, May 724.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap-

Action against the Asso- 
ciated Bill Posters was started by 
the advertising firms in 19138, 
when they alleged they were driv- 
en out of the bill posting business 
through a virtual monopoly cre- 
ated by the association.

Reserye Board, However, Finds 
Curtailment in Textile 
Mills. 


By the Associated Preas. 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—A 


slight increase in industrial activ. 
ity in April over March was. de- 
scribed teday by the Federal Re- 


serve’ Board in its monthly review 
of buginess and financial condi- 


The bo:rc found that 
employment declined by the usual 
seasonal amount while factory 
payrolls showed a smaller ‘Teduc- 
tion than usual. 

Wholesale prices, the board sald, 
continued to decline in April and 
the first half of May while there 
was a further easing of open mar- / 
ket money rates. 

In the basic industries, April 
production was slightly larger 
than in March and the board’s in- 
dex, which makes allowance for 
the usual seasonal changes, showed 
an increase of about 2 per cent 
offsetting part of the decrease in 
March, 

The output of automobiles 
showed the usual seasonal expan- 
sion while steel output declined in 
April and the early part of May 
and the silk textile production was 
considerably reduced with woolen 
mills curtailing operations. Cotton 
mills were more active in April 
but in the first part of May a pro- 
gram of curtailment was instituted. 

The board found that the first 
four months of the year showed 
smaller production in all major 
branches of industry except to- 
bacco when compared with the 
first four months of 1929. In com- 
parison with the four months of 
1928, however, the output was 
larger in the automobile, petro- 
leum and silk industries slightly 
smaller in steel and coal, and con- 
> eiderabdly smaller in ecctton and 
wool textiles, flour, meat packing, 
automobile tires and. lumber. 

The board reported that loans 
and investments of member banks 
increased by about $160,000,000 in 
the latter half of April, but de- 
clined by almost that amount in 
the first two weeks of May. The 
yolume of reserve bank credit de- 
clined by $125,000,000 between 
April 19 and May 17. due chiefly 
to the addition of about $65,000,- 
000 to the stock of monetary gold 
and a further substantial reduction 
in the volume of money in circu- 
lation, which reflected smaller 
volume of payrolls and decline in 
retail prices.

As a radio speak- 
er, Warner is sponsored by the Na- 
tional Grange, a farm organization 
with headquarters at Washington, 
which did more than any other or- 
ganization to. bring about congres- 
sional consideration’ of the deben- 
ture plan of farm reliéf. He -de- 
scribes himself over the radio as 
“the Grange hired hand.” It prob- 
ably will be news to his audience 
that the voice which introdtces 
“Alfalfa Joe” and thé other speak- 
ers on the Grange programs is also 
the voice of Warner. 

What Tariff Bill Will Do. 
“Alfalfa Joe's” talks, which be- 
gan about six months ago, have 
been on a wide range of topics con- 
nected with farming. and some of 
tham have brought to jhe Grange 
headquarters hundreds of requests 
for the mimeographed copies which 
the Grange offers to supply. “Horse 
Sense in the Census” was popular, 
and 80 also was “What's Ahead for 
Farmers in 1930,". a month-by- 
month prediction for. the year. 
But judging from the returns now 
coming in, a new record will be 
set by the calls for “Alfalfa Joe’s” 
speech of last Saturday, when he 
told his public “what the tariff bill 
will do to the farmer.”
